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JUDGE BROWN RETIRES TO PRIVATE LIFE. 


One of the Men Who Fought for Honest 
Elections in Baltimore Quits the Bench. 
Battmors, Md., Oct. 20.— [Special.] — 

George William Brown, Chief Judge of the 

Supreme Courtof Baltimore, retired from 

the bench today after a long and remarkable 

career in politics and the law. He will, no 
doubt, be succeeded by Henry D. Harlan. 

While ieaning to the Democracy Judge 


Brown has always been an independent man 
in politics. He has been a bitter foe to the 
„rings and “cliques” that have controlled 
both State and municipal affairs the last ten 
years. When 75 years old he headed the 
Reform City ticket in a fight against the cor- 
rupt political practices of the ring,“ which 
attracted the attention of the entire coun- 
try. Judge Brown is the most distinguished 
man in Maryiand today for the services he 
has rendered the State and Baltimore. 
He was born in Baltimore in 1812, was 
educated at Dartmouth, and in 1889 he and 
Frederick William Brune established what 
is now the oldest law firm in the State. The 
first recorded instance in which Mr. Brown 
took any part m public affairs was in the 
Bank of Maryland riot of 1835, when he was 
one of the volunteers under Gen. Samuel 
Smith for its suppression. In the winter of 
1842 a siaveholders’ convention was held at 
Aunapolis, andresolutions were adopted dis- 
couraging Manumissions and iaying such 
heavy burdens upon the free blacks as would 
have compelled them to leave the State. Mr. 
Brown protested against the action of the 
convention, and stirred up the people to com- 
peliing the Legislature to reject the cou ven- 
tuon’s bill. Ip 1858 Mr. Brown united with 
other citazens in organizing the Baltimore 
Reform Association, the object of which 
was to insure quiet and fairness at the polls, 
which at that time were the scenes of dis- 
graceful disorder, fraud, and violence. Mr. 
Brown was attacked several times by the 
roughs, and on one occasion was 2 in- 
jured by having an awi stuck into his body 
at the polls. In that Reform Association Mr. 
Brown began his battle for fair elections, 
which he continued until a year ago, when, 
with other prominent citizens, he was instru- 
mental in securing new registration laws 
and glass bailot-boxes instead of ine old 
wooden boxes that could be stuffed readily 
with “ puddin’” tickets. In 1850 the Reform 
Asseciation forced the Legisiature to 
pass a law taking the appointment 
and control of the police from 
une Mayor and transferring them to tne care 
of a commission. Prior to this change the 
Mayor would appoint rufflaus on the police 
force who wo actually assist the roughs 
and repeaters in driving honest men from 
the poils. 

Mr. Brown was elected Mayor of Baltimore 
in the great reform movewent that toliowed, 
though he narrowly escaped assassination. 
In the riotous scenes attending the : 

of the Massachusetts troops 1 5 Balti- 
more April 19, 1861. Mayor Brown, in 
the tace of the mob yolleys of 
stones and pistol-shots, marched in front of 
the regiment in that memorabie march from 
depot to depot which was one of de opening 
incidents of the war. His heroic conduct 
on that occasion no doubt saved the Mas- 
sachusetia soldiers from being slaughtered 
by the infuriated mob. President Lincoln, at 
the — of Mayor Brown, then issued an 
order no more Federal troops should 
pass through Baltimore, and they were aft- 
erwards taken around the city.

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Project Under Way to Redeem a Tract of 
Arid Land in the West. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Oct. 200.—Abdout the 
busiest place in the city is the geological sur- 
vey. Maj. J. W. Powell and his staff of 
scientific men are engaged day and night in 
the solution of the problem presented by 
Congress in the new act for the survey of 
the arid lands with a view to irrigation. The 
barren lands of the great basin between the 
Rocky Mountains and Central Kansas com- 
prise 1,300,000 square miles, or one-third of 
the United States. A ood deal of this can- 
not be economically irrigated for various 
reasons, but it has been decided by Maj. 
Powell that a quarter of it, and perhaps 
more, can be, and that it is practicable to 
make it so attractive to settlers that it will 
bear luxuriant crops and a dense population. 
If one-fourth were irrigated it would make 
the other three-fourths valuable as auxiliary 
timber and tare lands. Congress has ap- 
propriated $100,000 to begin the investigation, 
promising through its appropriation commit- 
tees that at least twice as much more shall 
be allotted to the work at the next session. 
ing this vast undertaking Maj. Powell 

said to a correspondent: 
“I may say we have begun to begin. It is 


‘a stupendous project, involving a territory as 


as Europe, which supports a population 
250,000, I see no reason why the 
land now infertile may not ultimately 
be brought sufficiently into subjection 
to be desirable for farms, and enough of 
itrendered arable by irrigation to support 
as many as are likely to seek homes upon it. 
I have established two new divisions of the 
u—to phic and  hydraulic—and 
Dlaced the first in charge of Prof. A. H. 
Thompson and the second under Capt. Clar- 
ence F. Dutton, who made such an ust- 
ive stady of the Charleston earthquake. 
The selection of sites for reservoirs, 
Ste., reste upon à complete topographicai sur- 
vey, which is the first factor in the prob- 
lem. Nothing worth while can be done till 
that is at least approximately made. A

We are now equipping thirteen parties 
for this special work in the field. Of course 
the amount of irrigapble land in the West is 
limited by the amount of water flowing in 
the streams, and the next thing to be done 
is to find out how much water the streams 
carry. Every stream will have to be gauged. 
We must also ascertain how much land each 
stream will serve, and this will vary accord- 
ing to the texture of the soil, the character 
of the crops, the aridity of the climate, meth- 
ods of irrigation used, and a multitude of 
other considerations. 

„This all requires rainfall observations, 
temperature observations, evaporation obser- 
vations, and patient researches in many di- 
rections. These must be entered uwon at 
once on & Comprehensive scale. Having as- 
vertained the topography of the country and 
the amount of available water in the streams 
the experts will proceeu to select sites for 
reservoirs and courses for canals and to 
mark them for withdrawal from entry. It is 
contemplated by Congress that the ple 
shall build the reservoirs, dig the can and 
perform the actual work of irrigauon after 
having obtained the information which is in- 
dispensabie and which the Government alone 
can obtain for mem.“

20,—Monday 
the Parnell Commission will begin work in 
earnest, and Tuesday fortnignt Parliament 
will resume ite sittuungs. No doubt the Gov- 
ernment regret the necessity of calling Par- 
liament togeuner just now, especially consid- 
ering the grave doubts they must entertain 
as to the result of the Parnell inquiry. I 
hear on high authority it is not likely the 
commission can conclude ull close upon 
Christmas, therefore the Ministry will 
have time to deliberate upon ite course 
should the final report favor Parnell and 
his friends. The officiais hope to conciude 
the session the second week in December, 
but a large number of votes will have to 
be taken on every question ou which discus- 
sion may be raised. The Irish votes for the 
Lord Lieutenant and bis staff, the constabu- 
lary of tne prisons, ana other portions of the 
machinery of the Government of Ireland are 
sure to give rise to prolonged and bitter dis- 
cussion. The Mitchelitown, Mandeville, Dil- 
lon, and a hundred other matters in dispute 
may be raised on these votes. The Ministry 
will be lucky if they see the end of it ail this 
side of Christmas. The Irish party will have 
their hands full between their work in Far- 
lament and the necessity of looking closely 
after the commission.

Charles Russeil, Par- 
neil’s chief counsel, is able, but as a lawyer 
is acarcely the qual of Attorney General 
Webster, and as a deadiy cross-examiner 
none at the English bar.rivals James As- 
quith, second ior the Parnellites. He is 
known to be quick and ambitious, but he 
has done nothing to justify a belief that he 
carries metal heavy enough to cope with 
Webster or James. Mr. Keid, who appears 
for some of the Parnellites, is a Scotch iaw- 
yer. Mr. Lockwood is a highly successful 
advocate. Lionel Hart is subtie and acute. 
The array of legal talent is sufficientiy im- 

sing on both sides, but it is evident to 
ookersop that the Times has the best of it. 
But the result must depend entirely upon tne 
evidence. Mere forensic skill and eloquence 
will not avali much before three experienced 
Judges.

THE PARNELL COUMISSION, 


Review of the Events Which Lead Up to 
the Extraordinary Trial. 
Tomorrow the memorable Parnell Commis- 
si0n will begin its formal sessions, to be con-

fered on both sides before the Commissioners 
in person shall be completed. It is in fact 
the trial of Charies Stewart Farnell for cov- 
ertiy pursuing a career of violence against 
the Crown of Great Britain while ostensibly 
adhering to constitutional methods for the 
recovery of the legisiative independence of 
Ireland. The trial rises into the high- 
est political importance, because upon 
its issue depends, in ali probability, the 
continuance of the Tories in power and 
the indefinite postponement if not the 
definitive rejection of thé home rule pro- 
gram now supported by the Liberal party 
under Gladstone. The trial acquires unprec- 
edented historical proportions from the 
fact that Parliament created a special and 
absolute tribunal to investigate the charges. 
From its decision there is no ap . The 
decision may expel from public iife one of 
the most mysterious, most interesting, and 
most formidable personai forces that have 
ever appeared in modern politics, the young 
Irisb lanalord who, out of conservative and 
aristocratic station, arose by his own will to 
be the leader of a popular movement for the 
ractical abolition of the idle landlord class 
n Ireland and for the substitution of a do- 
mestic Legisiature chosen by the people to 
shape the affairs of that country in place of 
the Imperiai Parliament, 
As soon as Ireland had recovered from the 
shock of the famine period of 1876-’80 Parnell] 
sin took up the tation for home rule. 
© urged obedience to the laws and the 
election as members of Parliament of men 
pledged to 2 under all circumstances in- 
dependently of both the great English par- 
ties, in order finally to compel one or the 
other to take up home rule. Attached to 
every great political movement there have 
always been found men of extremer views 
than their leaders. Some of these men, for 
whose conduct it was impossible for 
Parnell to be responsible, organized a 
secret wo as the Invinci- 
bles, This body determined to re- 
move,” as they put it, the Chief Secre- 
cary, whe is the actual Governor of Iréland, 
Mr. Forster, and his chief ossistant.

In conformity 
with this conviction he accepted the resigna- 
tion of Mr. Forster and appointed in his 
place Lord Fredepick Cavendish, a brother 
of Lord Hartington.

ASSESSED VALUATION OF COOK COUNTY. 

The County Cierk yesterday furnished the 
President of the County Board the assessed 
valuation of the county as fixed by the State 
Board of Equalization: The total valuation . 
is about ,000 in excess of that last year. 
A county tax of 75 cents on the $100 extend- 
ed against the assessed valuation will yieid 
obout $1,500,000 for county purposes. Be- 
sides the current expenses of the county, the 
board have to provide for the ment of 
$50,000 of 4 per cent bonds falling due 
March 1, 1 This is the first in- 
stallment of the $1,000,000 issue of bonds 
made to fund the floating debt left by the 
“boodle”? board. Besides this there are 
$250,000 of 7 er cent vonds, issued in 1869, 
known as public building sonds, which fall 
due May 1, 1889. These will have to be paid 
or reissued, and the board thinks it Will be 
able to pay them out of this year’s tax levy. 
If it does, this will be the first reduction of 
the bonded debt for a good many years. By 
the million dollar bond issue last year the in- 
terest charges of the county have been in- 
creased $40,000 annually. To meet the matur- 
ing bonds and the increased interest charges 
will reauire $340,000 additional to the current 
expenses. The 75 cent tax is the statutory 
limit allowed for county purposes.

MANITOBA RIPE FOR REBELLION. 


Conflict Between tle Dominion and Pro- 
vincial Governments About a Railroad. 
WINNI EG, Man., Oct. 20.—[Speciai.}—The 

long threatened conflict between the Domin- 
ion and Provincial Governments appears to 
have come at last. The blocking by the 
Canadian Pacific of the track of the Northern 
Pacific where it crosses their Southwestern 
branch is the cause of the trouble, and ves- 
terday the local Government swore in about 
200 special police and proceeded by special 
train to the crossing in order to protect the 
track-laying gang at the crossing of the 
lines. On arriving there they found 
three engines of the Canadian Pacific 
and a train loaded with about 300 
navvies blocking the road. White, General 
Superintendent of the Canadian Pacific, was 
present and had direct vwelegraphic com- 
munication with President Van Horne. The 
men were armed with axe-helves and pick- 
axes and the engine boilers were filled with 
hot water and hose was ready to throw it on 
the provincial police. The latter included 
many of the prominent business and com- 
mercial men of this city, who were present 
to show their approval of the action of the 
local Government. They were armed mainly 
with revolvers. Premier Greenway and all 
his colleagues were present. The track-lay- 
ing gang were distant about a mile and a 
half from the crossing, and owing to the in- 
clemency of the weather they were unable 
to bring the track to the point of the crossing 
before darkness fell, and both sides returned 
to the city. The Canadian Pacilic left a 
strong force of men, who remain there day 
and night. The mounted infantry, consist- 
ing of about 100 reguiars, whose barracks 
are about two miles from the scene of the 
trouble, were under orders from the Domin- 
ion Government to k up the Canadian 
Pacino. The officers of the Ninetietn Bat- 
talion were also instrugted to hold their men 
in readiness. Butthey are militiamen. A 
corporal’s guard vould not be obtained for 
the purpose of biocking the building of the 
Northern Pacific. By Monday morning the 
track will be laid up to the point where the 
obstruction is across the track, and a con- 
flict will then be inevitable. The city 
is aflame tonight over the matter. 
The Canadian Pacific’s attitude is univer- 
sally condemned throughout the province, 
and by Monday it is probabie that there will 
be 700 or 800 young men sworn in as special 
constables. By that time the track on the 
Northern Pacific will be laid up to the point 
of crossing and another attempt will be made 
to torce the track across. -The resisting 
force will probably consist of 300 or 400 men 
from the Canadian Pacific workshops and 
the mounted infantry school, consisting of 
100 men. What the outcome will be itis 
hard to say, but the prospects are that there 
will bea serious conflict. If one drop of 
blood is shed the Dominion Government will 
be face to face with a rebellion which will 
dwarf the Northwest rebellion of 1885 into 
utter insignificence.

New Tonk, Oct. 20.—[ Special.] The 
French boarding-house, No. 104 West Thirty- 
third street, kept by M. Cladue Berthalette 
and his wife Adele, was in astate of demoral- 
ization today, and for good reasons. Trouble 
began there last evening soon after the ad- 
mission as borders of Townsend Colwe and 
his wifé; who are on tneir way to Europe 
from California, where they had a ranch.

It is easy enough for a well instructed Dem- 
ocratic clerk not to find a suspect when 
he does not want to find him. It is estimated 
that several thousand suspect“ notices 
have been issued against Republicans with 
the hope that half of them would not go to 
the trouble to qualify. 

STUFFED REGISTRY LISTS. 

On the other hand, the Democrats are de- 
termined to protect their stuffed registry 
lists in the river and lodging-house wards. 
As evidence of this the following case may 
be related: James C. Strain, a Post-Office 
clerk, sent out early last week letters asking 
the Democratic clerks for lists of the voters 
registered from the lodging and -barrel 
houses of the city. These \sts he furnished 
to the Democratic supervisor and the Demo- 
cratic canvasser, not with a view to purg- 
ing them, but with a view to a fuller regis- 
tration from the lodging-houses aud bar- 
rei”’-houses in question.

The Emperor must have learned that Italy is 
no longer a land of the dead.

and a powerful fleet, like Cornelia showing her 
twosons. From the aspect of these young and 
promising forces the Emperor William will carry 
away from Rome the consciousness that Italy, if 
her policy tends to peace, is still prepared to de- 
fend herself powerfully if her integrity is men- 
aced or her dignity injured. 

Probably one of the most successful, and 
certainly one of tne most fantastic and inter- 
esting, spectacles offered to the Emperor 
during his vist was the illumination of the 
ruins of ancient Rome and the wonde 
view stretching from the Capitol to the Coli- 
seum.

The Foram and Via Sacre were kept clear, 
and every stone was visible as now electric 
nght and next red, white, or green fires shot 
strong reflections on the principal buildi 
At one time the Coliseum, away to the right, 
was Uluminated from within, and seemed a 
colossal heap of burning cinders.

FRANCE’S POLITICAL SITUATION, 


People Anxiously Awaiting the Action of 
the National Assembly.

Paris, Oct. 20.—Politically Paris is in the 
calm which precedes the storm. The prelim- 
inary canter Monday merely warmed the 
Deputies up to their work. Since then they 
have been putting their heads together in 
committees and concocting plans for future 
action. While all the professional politicians 
are thinking of nothug but constitutional 
revision, the French Nation feels and 
that if once the National Assembly 
gets together nobody wili be able to 
tell what may come of it. The National As- 
sembly of France, consisting of the Senate 
and Chamber of Deputies united in Congress, 
is omnipotent, and no human power can re- 
strict the scope of its deliberations. It can 
revise or overturn all the fundamental insti- 
tutions of France, It can turn the Republic 
into a Socialist State, ruled by a convention. 
It can make the Comte de Paris King. It 
can make Prince Victor Napoleon Emperor 
or Gen. Boulanger dictator. 

Another — causing apprehension among 
all soberminded Frenchmen is that the meet- 
ing of the National Assembly to revise the 
Constitution will take place, not at Versailles, 
as in 1875 and 1879, but in Paris 
itself. Thus from the first it will be 
under the shadow of the fear of 
the reckless, quicksilver population which 
has so often dissolved parliaments and 
flung governments into the gutter. Nor do 
the dangers end here. Many French con- 
servatives now rejoice at the idea of a revo- 
lution in the conviction that out of anarchy 
the monarchy may arise. Many a Royalist 
with whom I have talked on the subject has 
assured me that the moment has now come 
— France must 

urnace again and uga 
with the royal image. President Carnot 
today embodies that wise, peaceful, re- 
spectable,and moderate Republicanism which 
appeals to the heart of every true American. 
It is on this that M. Fioquet, If he, too, is 
wise, will rely, limiting his measure of re- 
form so as to compel the support of all reason- 
able Republicans and ali patriotic conser va- 
tives. Otherwise he find himself de- 
nounced by Gen. Boulanger and the irreconcil- 
able Radicals backed by the Royalists and Im- 
perialists. Gen. Boulanger has still more 
powerful support accorded him than any one 
man in France since the time of the Prince- 
President, Louis way ae His camp is a 
cave of Adullam. The revolutionists join 
with the Conservatives in settling his ranks. 
The Communists—and there are 400,000 of 
them in Paris alone—believe that when the 
General has broken down legal barriers they 
will be able to rush in and revive the com- 
mune.

| THE AFFAIRS OF BUILDING SOCIETIES. 


Important Part They Play in the. Real 
Kstate Market. 

Few people realize how much of a figure 
is cut in the real estate market by building 
and loan associations. Of these codperative 
societies there are now between 300 and 400in 
existence in this city, of which at least 200 are 
really doing business. Their annual receipts 
amount to many million dollars, and as all 
the money paid in is immediately invested, 
the aim being to keep the treasury as nearly 


empty as possible, these societies are power- 


ful factors in the market. The increase in 
their number and in the amount of their 
assets within the last three years has been 
phenomenal. Ten years ago the societies do- 
ing much business in Chicago could be 
countea on the fingers of one hand. At that 
time and in the preceding decade homes for 
the poorer classes were either — cog 
savings or by capitalists who risked to de- 
velop certain tracts of land and were willing 
to give purchasers ion ods for payment. 
The poor man who could s $10 a month 
from his earnings could buy a $1,000 bome, 
but as 8 per cent interest or more was de- 
manded of him his small monthly payments 
took but small slices from the ere 
of his debt. In the first year, if his 
creditor was satisfied with 8 per 
cent, his monthly payments, amounting to 
$120, reduced the principal only $40, the re- 
maining $80 having met only the interest. 
Thus the inducement to ry homes was not 
strong. Capitalists learned this to their cost, 
as many neglected subdivisions and some 
empty vill * within one hour’s ride of 
the city have beens witaess. If building as- 
sociations and their operations had been as 
familiar to the public a dozen years ago as 
today, it is probable that Chicago’s suburban 
*r would not nave been brought to 
as still by the panic of 1873. 
At all events, the present astonishing suv. 
urban growth is; in the opinion of 
judges, greatly facilitated and encou by 
the codperative loan associations. Theoretic- 
ally loans are not made to exceed from 60 to 
7 per cent of the value of the property, but 
as a matter of fact it is not difficultfor a poor 
man to obtain both his bouse anc lot on bor- 
rowed capital.

Few investors know how securely their 
money is locked up in the earth and how 
difficult it will be, in case of a bad turn of af- 
fairs, for them to get back even part 
of their investments. The law gives 
to the home buyer a great advantage. 
If he makes default his creditor must wait 
six months before he begins foreclosure pro- 
ceedings, three months more before he can 
tadecree, and then fifteen months still 
tore the debtor loses his right to redeem. 
Thus at least two years must elapse after a 
default before the investors in a building as- 
sociation can get possession of the property 
which their money has paid for. The moral 
is plain. It people want their savings secure 
they must see that they are handled by men 
in whose judgment and motives they have 
reason to feel confidence, and not allow their 
greed for big interest to biind their eyes to 
the serious risks that must be taken in order 
to obtain it. :

MIL W AUKEE’S PRELATE PASSES AWAY 
AT WATERLOO, x. X. : 


He Had Been in Poor Health for a Long 


Time, but His Fatal Iiness Was of but « 
Few Days’ Duration—The Remains to 
Re Brought to Milwaukee Tuesday— 
Collins 8. Squiers, ex-Assistant Postmas- 
ter at Chicago, Dies at His Home— 
Other Deaths. 

Mrwavker, Wis., Oct. 20.—[{Special.]— 
The Rt. Rev. E. R. Welles, Bishop of the 
Episcopal Diocese of Milwaukee, died at mid- 
night last night at Waterloo, N. V. The 
news of his death was not received here un- 
til today and was a severe shock to all his 
Milwaukee friends, as the only information 
of his sickness was a aispatch received last 
night by Dean Mallory from the Bishop’s son, 
the Rey. E. S. Welles, that the venerable 

condition had suddenly become 
Welles and his son re- 
turned to America Sunday, Oct. 7, in the 
steamer Alaska, alter a four months’ stay in 
England, where they had gone to at- 
tend the Lambeth Conference and in the 
hope that a foreign trip would benefit the 
Bishop’s health! They went trom 
New York City to Waterloo, where a brother 
of the Bishop resides, and ex to 
come on to Milwaukee after a brief stay 
there. A cold caught on the voyage coupled 
with the fatigue of the journey caused the 
Bishop to change his plans. it was ar- 
ranged that he should tarry at his brother's 
residence in Waterloo until his health was 
sufficiently reéstablished to enable him to 
proceed on his journey without discomfort. 
The Bishop had been in feevle health for 
several years past, his trouble seeming to be 
a general breaking down due largely to over- 
work rather than any special local disorder. 
On several occasignus he has made extended 
visits to the South in 1 — Pam of —— 
his health, but a return e engrossing 
of his . — had invariably brought back 
enfeebied condition. His last work in 
Milwaukee was to prepare on a sick bed last 
June, just before the meeting of the Dioce- 
san Council, draft of his annual pastoral 
letter.

Just before his de- 
parture he was presented with a purse of

He was gradu- 
ated at Hobart College, Geneva, in 1850, and 
ordained deacon Dec. 20, 1857. During his 
deaconate in connection with his duties as

Collins 8. Squiers, cashier ana Superin- 
tendent of the registry division of the Post- 
Office; died suddenly at his dome, corner of 
Twenty-second street and Indiana avenue, 
at noon yesterday. He had been ili for sev 
eral days, but nothing serious was appre- 
hended until yesterday morning, when he 
began to grow rapidly worse. He was suffer- 
ing from pneumonia, which developed from 
a cold contracted last Sunday. It is said he 
never recovered from the mortification of be- 
ing suspended from duty for a week by Col. 
Rea, when the latter was Acting Postmaster 
some time ago. During his twenty-seven 
years’ connection with the office he had 
never before been even reprimanded, and hi 
suspension wounded his spirit. 

[Collins S. Squiers was born at Lebanon, Mad- 
ison County, N. V., May 30, 1882. He was brought 
up on his father’s farm during his boyhood and 
attended school at Hamilton. After. completing 
his studies he secured a position as clerk in the 
Hamilton Post-Office in May, 1849. This was 
during Pierce's Administration. and young 
Squiers continued in the post-office during his 
term and the succeeding one until June, 1855, 
when he became employed in a bookstore at 
Hamilton. He was occupied until the spring 
of 1857, when he decided to come est. 
He located in Chicago. During 1857-58 he was 
employed in the engineer's department of this 
city, which was then under charge of N. 8. 
Bouton, Superintendent of Public Works. Mr. 
Squiers continued there until April 1, 1861, when 
he took a position with Chapin & Fox, bridge 
contractors. Within a month after he was grati- 
fied by receiving a: notice of appointment to a 
position in the Chicago Post-Office and being de- 
sirous of returning to a work for which he had 
special aptitude and considerable experience he 
resigned his position and — 24. 1861, he took a 
position of clerk in the mailing department. In 
1864 Mr. Squiers was appointed Superintendent 
of the stamp division, and in 1865 and 1866 his 
duties were increased by the work of the cashier 
devolving upon him, In the latter part of 
1866 he was appointed general chief clerk of 
the Post-Office, and in October, 1867, Gen. Frank 
T. Sherman made him Assistant Postmaster.

2 (U.) Press and People (Dem.): 
The Republicans of Knox County can h v 
be blamed for coddling the Swedish vote, by 
baving two Swedish meetings with speeches 
and torchligmt processions in one week, as 
they aid last week. For, take the Swedish 
vote out of the Republican party in Knox 
County, and simply set it out to one side and 
not vote it at all, and the American vote in 
Knox County would be Democratic by 200 
majority. 

In speaking of the American vote we count 
the Irish vote as purely American, and the 
Germans as nearly so. Since 98“ every 
Irishman who has come to America was at 
heart an American before he left the old 
sod.” Fifty and sixty years ago, perhaps, 
there were Irishmen, men wn when they 
came here, who were foreign in many 
senses. Butfor the last seventy-five years 
every Irish child, born of an Irish mother, 
in Ireland, was an American, born on Irish 
soil. From the time they were big enough 
to walk andto talk, America was the land 
of their hope, was their Mecca, their Canaan, 
their land of promise. Every Irishman, young 
and old, had already forsworn all allegiance 
to the British Government the moment he re- 
solved to gather together his little all where- 
with to bay his pass to America. The 
taking out of his naturalization papers was 
a mere matter of legal form. He might just 
as well have taken them out on landing as to 
wait five years, for he had already declared 
his intentions when he began to save money 
enough to pay his passage across the water. 
It is exactly so still. So, whenever we speak 
of citizens of America we must be under- 
stood as including the Irish. In taking out 
naturalization men can only renounce all al- 
legiance to foreign Governments. That sen- 
timental regard for the land of one’s birth 
can never be eradicated from a human heart 
by oaths of allegiance piled mountain high. 
But men can renounce all allegiance to any 
Government under the rule of which they 
were born. 

But with all other nationalities, too many 
come here for profit, from purely mercenary 
motives to better their condition in life and 
not from any love or respect for the Govern- 
ment of this country, from any love for our 

litical institutions. There are Swedes in 

nox County today who have lived here for 
twenty-five years and have never forsworn 
their allegiance to the Crown or Government 
of Sweden. Why, in Chicago only last 
spring there were hundreds of Englishmen 
and Scotchmen who had lived there twenty- 
five to forty years and had never become cit-

Gallery Visiting Classes from the Public 
Schools to Be Admitted Free— The Col- 
lections of Sculpture and Painting Made 
a Part of the Educational System of 
Chicago—Art News and Gossip, General 
and Local. 

One of the problems which have perplexed 
the lovers of art culture and genuine pros- 
ress in this city has been to make the peri- 
odical collections of pictures and sculpture 
and the increasing accumulations of the Art 
lostitute effective in developing Chicago. 
Many friendly minds have been engaged 
upon it. A solution has been found which 
will commend itselt to the appreciation of ail 
who are interested. The formation by teach- 
ers in public and private schools of gallery 
visiting classes is the first step in & program 
by which the consciousness of the entire ed- 
ucation system of the city may be brought 
into contact with the special education in art 
to de had by the study of good works and the 
perusal of good art literature in relation 
to them. The barrier that has 
hitherto separated the youth of the 
community from the increasing store of art 
1s thus removed. The President of the Art 
Institute, Mr. Charles L. Hutchinson, author- 
izes TRE TRIBUNE to say that free admission 
willbe furnished for any day in the week 
throughout the year to any teacher and the 
children or companions who may accompany 
him or her, for the purpose of studying any 
collection or singie workin the Art Insti- 
tute. The galleries of this institution have 
been free to all the public every Saturday 
since its inauguration. It would be difficult 
for teachers profitably to accompany stu- 
dents that day, as the attendance is al- 
ways large and conversation would be em- 
barrassing. | 

Teachers should make some preperatory 
study for their pupils prior to the gallery 
visits. The institute contents can be classi- 
fied easily and each portion be taken up sep- 
arately, thus making numerous visits through 
the year and not perplexing the pupils with 
too many subjects at a time. Although the 
galleries do not yet afford a symmetrical view 
of the art of ali time and all countries, a fair 
beginning is presented toward that vision, a 
more substantial and educative beginning 
than is generally understood. Sculpture, 
which lies at the historical foundation of art, 
is here in the casts of the Elbridge 
G. Hau collection—the finest coilec- 
tion, the most comprehensive in the 
country, when completed. In its present 
incomplete condition it is more than sufficient 
for a thorough study of the sculpture of 
Greece and Rome, or Ecypt and Assyria. It 
is wisely grouped in distinct rooms and teach- 
ers can qualify themselves readily by means 
of any good handbook to use the group in any 
room for an object lesson, the only mode by 
which the history and tendencies of sculpt- 
ure can be successfully imparted. 

STUDYING THE VARIOUS NATIONAL SCHOOLS.

It would be an excelient idea for 
teachers who avail of Mr. Hutchinson’s offer 
of unlimited admissions for students to pre- 
re themselves for expounding and enjoy- 
g that collection—the =|: of its 
kind in the West—by judicious prepara- 
tory reading. is undeniable that 
appreciation of art comes only through un- 
derstanding it. Access to its understanding 
is most convenient through literary portals 
for those who do not take it up asa pursuit. 
There is a large and an admirabie art litera- 
ture. There are many excellent art period- 


icals. 
HOW TO STUDY PROFITABLY. 

To make gallery-visiting classes successful 
the numbers should not be too large to group 
around a single teacher standing before a sin- 
gie work or groupof works. The “‘ Beata Beat- 
rix,”’ for instance, affords a delightful theme, 
leading a class of students not only into pic- 
torial art as seen in one of the finest compo- 
sitions of one of the purest of mod- 
ern mast Dante Gabriel Rossetti, 
but through that lovely archway into the 
school of thepre-Raphaelites, exemplified 
less superbly by Watts’ picture on an oppo- 
site wall; thence to the English schooi of 
poetry, of which Rossetti is so great an orna- 
ment, and backward into that far greater 
school which has only one master and no 
disciple—Dante. If the Beata Beatrix 
should not do more than arouse the innate 
love of color and spirituality of expression 
and a desire to study Dante, its painter 
would feel that he lived for a sufficient 
immortality. There are also on the 
Walls a number of admirable works 
by artists of other nationalities; by 
Americans studying and painting abroad; 
by Americans who won their honors without 
going abroad; and by foreigners whose 
genius has been adorning the walls of 
American homes and the palaces and public 


‘institutions of their own lands. To derive 


from art profound enjoyment; to acquire a 
sense of happiness and solace in it; to make 
of its resources a refuge from the paltriness 
and viciousness of life, it is not necessary to 
mix pigments, to curve the compass, or knead 
clay. if all the worla painted and modeled, 
what should we do for a world to reward the 
painters and sculptors! Taste in artis exist- 
ent apart from its production. The spiritu- 
ality ot art is distinct from its materials 
and its technique for those who are not 
versed in them. Every one of sane mind and 
sweet spirit can become a lover of the beau- 
tiful; and the rational way to that delecta- 
ble distinction is to study beauty with cor-

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KEEFE DISCUSSES THE PROPOSED 
CHANGES IN THE RULES. — 


The Question Is, Shall We Have More 
Batting or Less Science in Pitching— 
Keefe Favors the Pian of Narrowing 
‘the Foul Field with a Return to High 
and Low Balis—Interesting Gossip of 
the Diamond. 

New Yorks, Oct. 18.—[Special \Correspond- 
ence.}—Shall we have more batting or less 
science in pitching? This, it seems to me, is 
| the question which the present agi- 
tation forachangein the pitching depart- 
ment really resolves itself into. For quite a 
number of years back the close of the base- 
ball season has been disturbed by a clamor 
forachange inthe rules regardiess of the 
effect on the National game, and the season 
of ’88 is evidentiy, not to form an exception. 
Tbese would-be reformers have grown to be 
like a whimpering baby eager for a new toy 
and no sooner do they obtain the change 
they ask for than they bob up serenely the 
following year for another, which may pos- 
sibly Wipe out every vestige of change 
which their pleadings obtained the year 
previous. 

It is experiment, always experiment. 

What good reason can there be for any 
radical change from the present rules? The 
game has reached a degree of excellence that 
has brought about an equality between the 
eight clubs that form the National League 
never before reached in the history of the 
game. In what other years have the “ tail- 
enders” nad so good a record at the close of 
the season as during the one just closed? 
And when have the weaker clubs won more 

es from the leaders or given more ob- 
stinate battle to wrench a victory’ And 
yet, despite the fact that this equality of 
teams has been reached after years of exper- 
iment.and close observation, lo! and behold, 
the reformers dart up again with suggestions 


of experiments that may undo ing 
beneficial that has already been accom- 


plished. 

And where do they always start out from 
to bring about a change? From the pitcher’s 
‘box’; the one position ia a base-ball club 
that has been developed by slow and meas- 
ured degrees to a scientific standpoint that 
has attracted the wonder of scholars and 
— the investigations of students for a 
posi solution of its mysteries. It is the 


one great feature of thé game that marks its 


superiority of the sport as played a dozen or 
more years ago. 7 
PITCHING THE BONE OH CONTENTION. 

It is the pitching again that has become the 
bone of contention among the disturbers of 
the base-ball peace of 1888, and from the dif- 
ferent views taken by experts on the situa- 
tion the question has resolved itself into 
this: Shall the pitcher be put back five or fif- 
teen feet, or shall he ge brought into the old 
distance of forty-five teet from the home 
plate? Shall he, in fact, take any prominent 
position at all in the battle of honors in 89 

Do these agitators all speak for the interest 
of the game or their own interest? Some, I 
fear, have only self-interest at heart, the 
others, alarge minority, I really believe, want 
to advance our great National pastime. 

The batters have this interest in view, and, 
no matter what the distance may be between 
the former and the pitcher, the strain will 
always fall on the latter; while to remove 
the pitcher five feet nearer second base would 
only have a tendency to increase the batting 
and lengthen the game; as a result, the pitch- 
ers’ work, which is hard enough at presen

effective pitcher was plenty of speed and 
strength and a series of gymnastics to terrify 
the patter; no science whatever was re- 
quired. The natural result, before the sea- 
son was finished, was that few batters couid 
pick out a good ball to hit and the pitcher 
had the batter completely at his mercy. 
MORE REFORMS. 

Well, the close of the season of 86 brought 
more symptoms of reforms. It was plain 
that something was Wanting to improve the 
batting and increase the popularity of the 
game and so another change was made in 
the pitcher's department—i.e., the pitcher 
was- compelled to keep both feet on the 
ground and face the batter before deliver- 
ing the ball. Every club wanted a change, as 
they thought it would benefit tneir pitchers. 

e National conventaon of that year was 
hela at Chicago, and the most prominent and 
skiliful players were selected to give their 
views on the subject of more batting. The 
experts were men of excellent judgment and 
<apabie of discussing any and all points re- 
lating to base They were Messrs. 
Ward, Anson, Hanlon, Comiskey, and 
Swartwood. Their chief object a 
to be to restrict the pitcher, so that 
science and not brute strength would 
be the requisite for the pitcher’s de- 
partment. After a lengthy consuitation the 
pitching rule was changed so as to uire 
the pitcher to allow the batter four strikes, 
and flye unfair balls would entitle the batter 
to his Also a base on was count- 
ed as a base hit, and if the batter was hit 
with a pitched ball that also entitled him to 
his base. It of course increased the batting. 
The base on balls would have done that if 
nothing else, but it certainly made it much 
harder on the pitcher,for the games were 
lengthened by the change in the rules.

—“Wine Isa Fireside, Whisky a Con- 
flagration "—Hopelessness of the Prohi- 
bition Crusade. 

New York, Oct. 19.— [Special Correspond- 
ence.|—In view of the wide divergence of 
Opinion on the question of prohibiuon and 
the various sbades of judgment held by hon- 
est temperance men concerning prohibition, 
a representative of Taz Trisune has obtained 
from Col. Robert Ingersoll a full expression 
of his views. Col. Ingersoll is himself a tem- 
perance man, but has some remarkable no- 
tions concerning liquors and the use thereof. 
To Tun TRIBUNE correspondent he said: 

“It nas been decided by many courts in 
various States that the traffic in lquor can 
be regulatea—that it is a police question. It 
has been decided by the courts in lowa that 
its manufacture and sale can be prohibited, 
and not only so, but that a distillery or a 
brewery may be declared a nuisance and 
may legally be abated; and these decisions 
have been upheld by the Supreme Court of 
the United States. Consequentiy, it has been 
settled by the highest tribunal that States 
have the power eithe to regulate or to pro- 
hibit the sale of intoXicating hquors, and not 


only so, but that States have the power to 


destroy breweries and distilleries without 
making any compensauon to owners. 

“ So, it has always been considered within 
the power of the State to license the selling 
of intoxicating liquors. In other words, this 
question is one that the States can decide for 
themselves. It is not and it should not be, 
in my judgment, a Federal question. It is 
something with which the United States has 
nothing to do. It belongs to the States; and 
where a majority of the people are in favor 
of prohibition and pass laws to that effect 
there is nothing in the Constitution of the 
United States that interferes with such action. 
The remaining question, then, is not a ques- 
tion of power but a question of policy, and 
at the threshold of this question is an- 
other: Can prohibitory laws be enforced? 
There are today in Kansas—a _prohibi- 
tion State—more saloons—that is to say, more 
places in which liquor is sola—than there are 
in Georgia, a State without prohibition legis- 
lation. There are more in Nebraska, accord- 
ing to the population—more in lows, accord- 
ing to the population—than in many of the 


States in which there is the old license sys- 


tem. Yon will fiad that the United States 
has ted more licenses to wholesale and 
re dealers in these ~rrohibition States, 
according to the population, than in many 
others in which prohibition nas not been 
adopted. [This used to be the fact, but at 
present the number of United States licenses 
has considerably decreased.—Eb. | 

„These facts tend to show that it is not 
enough for the Legislature to say Be it en- 


acted.’ Behind every law there must be an | 


intelligent and powerful public opinion. A 
law, to be enforced, must be the expression 
of such powerful and inteiligent opinion; 
otherwise it becomes @ dead letter; it is 
voided; Judges continue the cases, juries 
refuse to convict, and witnesses are not par- 
ticular about telling the truth. Such laws 
demoralize the community, or, to put itin 
another way, demorali communities pass 
such laws.“

The State becomes a paradise for 
patent medicine—the medicine being poor 
whisky with @ scientific name. * 
become popular in proportion that Hquor of 
some kind figures in the prescription.

1s more important thao personal liberty. 
Many people are in favor of biotting out the 
sun to prevent the growth of weeds. This is 
the mistake of ail prohibitory fanaticism.”

„Men have used stimuiants for many tnou- 
sand years, and as much is used today in va- 
rious forms as in anyother period of the 
world's history. They are used with more 
prudence now than ever before, for the rea- 
son that on the average man is more intelli- 
gent now than ever before. Intelligence has 
much to do with temperance. The barbarian 
rushes to the extreme for the reason that 
but little, comparatively, depends on his per- 
sonal conduct or personal habits. Now the 
struggie for life is so sharp, competition is 
ao severe, that few men can s who 
carry a useless burden. The business-men 
of our country are compelled to lead tem- 

rate lives, otherwise their credit is gone. 

en of wealth, men of inteiligence,do not wish 
to employ intemperate physicians. They are 
not willing to trust their health or their life 
with a physician who is under the influence 
of liquor. The same is true with business- 
men in regard to their legal interests. They 
insist on having sober attorneys—they want 
the counsel of a sober man. Soin every de- 
partment. On the railways it is absolutely 
essential that the conductor, the train dis- 
patcher, and every other empiloyé in whose 
hands are the hves of men should be tem- 
perate. The consequence is that under the 
law of the survival of the fittest the intem- 
perate are slowly but surely going to the 
wall—they are siowly but surely being driven 
out of empioyments of trust and importance. 
No man, if he knows it, will employ an in- 
temperate coachman, an iatemperate butler. 
As we rise in the scale of civilization we 
continually demand better and better service. 
We are continually insisting upon better 
habits, upon a higher standard of integrity, 
of fidelity. These are the causes, in my judg- 
ment, that are working together in the direc- 
tion of true temperance.”’

We will 
never succeed in raising great and splen- 
did people by keeping them out of 
temptation. Great people withstand 
temptation. Great peopie have what 
might be called moral muscle, moral 
force. They are poised within themselves. 
They understand their relations to the world. 
The best possible foundation for honesty is 
the intellectual perception that dishonesty 
can under no circumstances be a good invest- 
ment—tbat larceny 1s not only wicked but 
foolish—not only criminal but stupid—that 
crimes are committed only by fools. 

„On every hand there is what is called 
temptation. Every man has the opportunity, 
so-called, of doing wrong. Every man in this 
country has the opportunity of drinking too 
much, has the opportunity of acquiring the 
opium habit, has the opportunity of taking 
morphine every day—in other words, has the 
opportunity of destroying himself. How 
are they to be prevented?! Most of them are 
prevented—uat least in a reasonable degree— 
and they are prevented by their intelligence.

HOW A GARDEN MAKES A GOOD NAME 
FOR ITS OWNER. | 


Work That May Be Done in the Shelter of 
the Home by Those Who Find It Dit 
ficult to Go Out into the World—Fill- 
ing the Store Closets of Other Women 
with Her Handiwork—What ® Boston 
Writer Has to Say. 

„% What can I do to earn money?” 

There is scarcely a day that one does not 
‘come face to face with this question, usually, 
too, asked by a woman. It is not always the 
young woman with youth and strength at ber 
command who asks this the most earnestly. 
There is always enough for ber who is young 
and unburdened to do, says a writer in the 
Boston Herald. Avenue after avenue opens 
at her imperious knock, and her summons to 
be let in to the mysteries beyond is hardly 
ever denied her. The most that one can 
do is to see that she is set in the right way. 
the way that is the best for her, and that 
she has the right ideas regarding the work 
that she is to ao and her own attitude to the 
world while she does it. Usually unincum- 
bored, and having only herself to look out 
for, she is comparatively independent, and 
may go wherever the way opens! But when 
the necessity of bread-winning comes, as it 
so often does, to the older woman, the woman 
who has a family of her own or some rela- 
tive dependent on her, who is bound by ties 
that she cannot break to some one locality, 
thus having opportunity circumscribed, the 
outlook is sad indeed; and who shall wonder 
if, at times, it seems utterly hopeless. What 
can such a woman do? 

MAKING SARATOGA CHIPS. 

There are many things that a woman can 
do within the four walls of a home that shall 
bring her at least M comfortable living, and 
that may, if patiently persisted in, grow 
in time into a business that shall yield a com- 
petency. This is not by any means a wild 
statement based upon theory. It comes as 
the result of watching exveriments that have 
grown to successful issues. Perhaps some 
of my readers remember the story of a wom- 
an who, finding herself compelled to earn 


‘money, and, taxing stock of her various ac- 


complishments, found that her art, her music, 
and her literary tendencies, all combined, 
would not pay ber so much as her special 
culinary achievement of frying Saratoga 
chips. She began by taking orders from her 
friends and doing the work herself; but by 
degrees her work increased so that she had 
to hire others to help, while she superintend- 
ed and took charge of the business, which is 
now a paying one. Find out what you can 
do, and then go ahead and do it. 

Women who live either in the country 
near a city or in the suburbs, where they 
have a smali garden, may find a revenue in 
the small fruits which they are able to raise. 
Not in the direct sale of the fruit, but in 
putting it up in an attractive way and filling 
private orders. One woman in another city 
has done this, and so successfully that the 
story is well worth the telling for the benefit 
of those women who are asking the question 
quoted above. Not all are situated so they 
can do it, nor all who have the situation 
have the knack, but if it gives tne needed 


suggestion to a few, and shows them how | 


they may undo the tangled threads of living 

to make them run smoothly, the work will 

not be im vain. And these simple sugges- 

tions may set women thinking, and they 

may find out other ways by seeing what 

they can bring to the world that it needs. 
WHAT ONE WOMAN DID. 

But to come to Mrs. Thornton and the way 
she used her opportunities. Before her mer- 
riage she had deen a bookkeeper in a large 
establishment in a manufacturing city, earn- 
ing the salary of $1,000 a year. But when 
she married she gave up her position and 
salary to take upon herself the care of a 
home. It was @ pretty home, a pleasant 
house, standing on high land in the suburbs 
of the town, with a lovely outlook over the 
river and valley and out to tne hills beyond. 
it was a notable place, too, for it had been 
the heme of the Kenyon family—of whom 
the present mistress was a daughter—old- 
time Abolitionists and Quakers; and the 
bouse had many a time sheitered Garrison 
and Phillips, and Whittier had written some 
of his stirring poems beneath its roof. It 
had been a meeting-place of the Rhode Isi- 
and Friends, and had been the refuges of the 
slave when fleeing for his freedom. Into 
this house the daughter succeeded as mis- 
tress after the death of her mother. But to 
a woman who had always had a busy and in- 
dependent life the leisure which came to her 
when having so little to do was monotonous; 
and she missed, as every woman does who 
has once had it, ner own independent in- 
come. But how was she to get it? She 
could not have the care of her home and go 
out into the business world again, nor did 
she desire to do so. Whatever it was it 
must be done at home, and in a way that 
should not conflict with her other duties. 
The opportunity came by accident, as it s0 
often does, if only one will take such an acci- 
dent as a direct pointing out of thie best way. 

The mother had been a most notable house- 
wife, as most Quaker women, by the way, 
are, and she had bequeathed to her daughter 
@ good deal of her own faculty and all her 
careful, dainty ways. Her store closet had 
been the envy and the despair of ail her 
friends. Such jeliies and preserves; such 
marmalades and jams; such pickles and cat- 
sups and sauces! There was nothing like 
them in the neighborhood. Now, a good deal 
of her skill had come to her daughter, and 
all ber enthusiasm. So, when she set up the 
housekeeping on her own account, she kept 
up the sacred festivals of preserving and 
pickling, with all the rest of the household 
feasts. And out of this came her opportunity. 

‘THE FIRST ORDER. 

One day as she was preparing the tiny 
cucumbers for the pickle an old friend of the 
family came in, in tne informal way in which 
old family friends will come in, Halt in fun 
yet really in earnest, sh@askea her hostess 
to prepare her own supply of pickles for her. 
What began in jest ended in reality, and the 
first order for pickles was taken on the spot. 
Other orders followed it, and then came re- 
quests for saucesand catsups. Gradually 
the work increased, and when the next sea- 
son opened she found herself deep ia orders 
for jelly, preserves, and pickies. She had an 
ample garden, in which she raised 
the fruits for her ‘own use, but, 
seeing what the future was likely to 
bring, she took more space, and nud 
small fruits set out, so that she might have a 
larger store to draw from. Now her goods 
have a fame that is more than local, although 
she only began fouror five years ago. She 
has all the orders she can fill every year, sup- 
plying the best families in her vicinity with 
their yearly supplies, and having customers 
ata distance whose store closets she keeps 
filled. From the time the first fruit comes 
until the last disappears from market she is 
busy every day, and in this time she makes a 
handsome ihcome for the whole year. Dur- 
ing the winter she has leisure to do as she 
likes, and she enjoys her playtime all 
the more because she has workea 80 
steadily to gain it. She does most of 
the work herself, as it is such a 
delicate piece of work that she does 
not like to trust it to any one else, and by do- 
ing small quantities ata time she is able to 
arrange it. Her delicate fruits, like straw- 
berries and raspberries, she will not Allow 
any one to touch but herself; she picks and 
bulls them and touches them as gently and 
carefully as if they were the most valuable 
articles the world held. She says—and truly 
that much bandling spoils the flavor ot the 
fruit, and that it injures both the taste ana 
the appearance of the preserve. She has a 
room fitted up in the cellar of her house, well 
lighted and cool, 


HOW SHE WORKS. 
Do you never fail?” asked curious visitor 
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women whohave garden space that is not 
made available, who have leisure for work, 
and who want the work to fil) the leisure. 
There is always a market for these things. 
It is one of the cases where the supply does 
not meet the demand. There is not a city 
housekeeper with means at her control 
who would not prefer to have her fruits 
and her pickies put up fresh from the 
vines by some one upon whom she could 
rely than to have them done in her own 
kitchen after the freshness has gone from 
the fruit. It only needs that the woman

Here is one way in which money can be 
earned, and that itis a possibie way is shown 
by the fact that women are already colamg 
money by it.

In the same 
way move the head from side to side until 
thoroughly tired, offering always the hand’s 
resistance. For the back neck muscles ciasp 
the hands behind the head and lift it against 
its downward pressure.

ADVANTAGES OF A DIVORCE. 

„J can’t see,” she said, how there could 
be two minds as to the advantages of divorce. 
A first marriage may be a matter of impulse, 
or of temporary emotional aberration—call 
it what you will. But when the element of 
incompatibility develops after a little while, 
as it "sually does in such cases, there can be 
no doubt that such measures as are invoked 
to sever the bateful tie are deliberately and 
thoughtfully taken.

In like manner one of the earliest 
Passion plays of which we have any account 
was rendered terridle in its result. it was 
acted in Sweden in 1513, in the reign of John 
II. Lengis. the actor, had to pierce the side 
of the person representing our Savior as He 
bung upon the cross, His religious excite- 
ment was so great that be plunged his lance 
into the man and killed him. And this was 
not the end of it, for the King, indignant at 
such brutality, slew Lengis, and the people, 
incensed at the death of their favorite actor, 
cut off the King’s head—so at least Piutarch 
tells us. In more recent times death has 
frequently played an unwelcome part upon 
the stage. There once was a theatre in Lin- 
coln’s Inn Fields, and here a celevrated ac- 
tor named Spiller was, in the early part of 
the last century, mortally stricken by apo- 
plexy wulle playing in the Rape of Proser - 
pine.” A similar fate befeli no less than 
three weli-known French actors about the 


same time, These were Monfieury, Mondory, 


and Bricourt. 

Fifty years later the celebrated Peg Wot- 
fington, when acting as Rosalind, in repeat- 
ing the epilogue to As You Like It,” was 
struck down by paralysis after uttering the 
words: “Id kiss as many of you as had 
beards that pleased me.“ From this attack 
she never recovered, although she 
for nearly three years ere death released her. 
Samuel Foote, the English Aristophanes, as 
he was cailed, bad a similar seizure while 
acting in his own comedy, The Devil Upon 
Two Sticks,” and died afew months after- 
wards. There was a ghastly appropriate- 
ness in the death of an actor named Patter- 
son, who fora long time was a prominent 
member of the Norwich theatrical company. 
He was taking the part of the Duke in 
„Measure for Measure,” and had no sooner 
uttered the words: 


Reason thus with life; 
If I do lose thee, I do lose a thing 
That —_ but fools would keep, a breath thou 


than he dropped into a brother actor’s arms 


and died suddenly. The tragic death of 


Palmer, the original Joseph Surface, is weil 
known. He was playing in The Stranger 
at Liverpool. Inthe fourth act, alluding to 
bis wife and children, he had just uttered 
the words, O, God! God! there is another 
and a better world,” when he fell dead at 
the feet of Whitfield, who acted Baron Stein- 
fort. Thesingular thing about these real 
stage tragedies is the invisible link that con- 
nects the iast words of the actor with the 
moment of his death. Cumming was per- 


forming in “Jane Shore.” He expired on 


the stage immediately after reciting the ſol- 
lowing lines:

Acsords to whee, and begs of Heaves to show 
May such befall me at my latest hour. 
The explanation probably is latent heart 
disease brought into activity by the depress- 
ing thoughts suggested by the words. As, 
for instance, when Miss Maria Linley ex- 
pired at Bato some years ago while singing 
“I kaow that my Redeemer livetn.” The 
instaoces of deaths on the stage from culpabie 
negligence are, unfortunately, numerous 
enough. Royalty once witnessed one of these 
accidents at Arnstadt. Mme. Liusky 
in the course of the play had to be 
fired at by a file of soldiers, The 
men had been instructed, before loading 
their pieces, to bite off the bullet when biting 
the cartridge. This one of them negiected to 
do, and death was the result. A similar ac 
cident once happened in Dublin. A conjurer, 
in performing the feat of catching a bullet 
fired from a pistol in his teeth, handed to a 
young gentieman from the audience the 
wrong pistol, and the bullet pierced his brain. 
Edmund Kean’s last appearance on the stage 
was tragical in a double sense, He was act- 
jug in “Othello” the 25tn of March, 1833, at 
Covent Garden Theatre, when he was seized 
with sudden indisposi uon. His last words 
as he fell into his son’s arms were: I am 
dying. Speak to them for me, Charles.“

JONES COULDN’T LEARN TO READ. 


But He Has Become a Rich Man and One 
of Springfield’s Prominent Citizens. 
It isn’t always the best scholar in school 
that makes the smartest man,” remarked a

A Superstition Nelson Believed in When 
He Nailed a Horseshoe to the Mast. 
New York Mail, The old superstition of 
nailing a horseshoe over the door of a house 
as a protection against evil spirits and an as- 
surance of good luck is as widely spread in 


the United States as it is in England or Ire-. 


land. It also prevails among nearly all Teu- 
tonic and Scandinavian races and fiour- 
ishes largely in the Fast and West 
Indies and Hindostan. The old writers 
tell us that there are three elements 
united in the horseshoe; in the first place itis 
crescent-shaped, secondly it is a portion of a 
horse, and lastly it is made of iron. Popular 
superstition has aon endowed iron with pro- 
tecting qualities. uring the time of the 
plegue in Rome the inhabitants of the Eter- 
nal City drove nails in the walis of their 
houses as a safeguard against the dread dis- 
ease. When the Arabs in the desert are 
overtaken by the deadly simoon they seek 
succor from Heaven aye: Iron! Iron!“ 
Celtic, Finnish, and Welsh superstitions all 
acree that against witchcraft iron is consid- 
ered the only guard. Custom even recites 
-hat it has always been considered a good 
omen to find old iron, and particularly to find 
an old horsesioe. In the mythology of Ea- 
gland horses were, and are to this day, 
looked upon as iuck-bringers. In some parts 
of Eugland nowadays it is still thought that 
many — of disease can be cured in burn- 
ing a horse alive. A horse’s hoof placed un- 
der an invalid's bed 18 considered a specific 
for many complaints in the north of Scot- 
land. Many years ago in Ireland, so itis 
said, upon the death! a favorite horse its 
feet and legs were hung up in the house, and 
even the hoofs are kept sacred. All of which, 
it is claimed, serve as & preventive of ill- 
luck or disease.

How the Church Has Reeeded from Its 
Position That Novel Reading Is In- 
jurious—Dr. Withrow’s Views of Fic- 


owadays.

another cigar. Tes, the clergyman, for your 
modern clergyman is an inveterate novel 
reader. The modern clergyman and the 
modern novel get along pretty weil together. 
Modern fiction has drifted steadily away 
from its original confines until an aimost 
endless variety has been developed, through 
which the genius of today con- 
veys, in a pleasant manner, impor- 
tant truths of science, philosophy, 
history, political economy, natural history, 
art, and almost every variety of emotional 
and intellectual phenomena. Romance is no 
longer the all-pervading idea in fiction; it is, 
in this preéminent age of the novel, often 
a mere incident to the general scheme of the 
novelist; a means of interesting the reader 
while the writer is spinning his pet theory 
of religion, sociology, or politics. 

There is the Kev. John L. Withrow of the 
Third Fresbyteriau, a good teacher and an 
indefatigable novel-reader. A TRIBUNE re- 
porter asked him his views of modern fiction 
and its effect upon society. 

“The question is indeed a broad one,“ he 
replied, “ but as a general proposition I think 
it is safe to say that much fiction cannot pro- 
duce a rugged people. With the present 
great variety of novels people are apt to find 
so much in fiction to interest them that they 
have little time or inclinatiop to read such 
works of the heavier kind as tend to make 
them wiser. After reading light, pleasing 
literature people are apt to find it difficul: 
to read science or dry history. The 
contrast makes the work harder. The 
student, of course, will get knowl 
efge, and he knows he must work 
for it. This he will do, even if he has 
spent some pleasant hours in the enjoyment 
ot a novel. Ido not wish to be unders 
however, as condeming works of fiction. 
On the contrary, there are many noveis that 
1 can heartily commend. But what I fear is 
that the present craze for novels tends to 
make novel-reading a 8 alty to the exciu- 
sion of other classes of literature. Itis the 
excess of novel-reading that is dangerous.“ 

‘What works, or class of novels, do you 
think most desirable?’ 

THERE ARE GOOD NOVEIS. 

“There are so many good works of fiction 
that a long list of profitable reading might 
be named from them. George Eliot’s 
‘Adam Bede’ and Miadlemarch 
among the number. They are delightful 
companions, and 1 do not see how aay one 
can read them without feeling weil paid for 
his time. Dickens is instructive as well as 
interesting. He has given us a picture of 
hfe of which we all should know something. 
‘Ben Hur’ is sui Itisa delightful 
and heaithy romance that will live long after 
its author has passed away.“ 

“What can you say of the comparative 
merits of the ideal with the present realistic 
nei There to ind, pari 

ere 18, my mind, no com son. 
When lI read fiction I want romance of the 
ideal character. The so-called realism of to- 
day is by no means realistic in its essential 
features. Its reality consists chiefly in a 
tedious recital of an uninteresting lot of 
commonplace detail. In the ideal a beauti- 
ful sentiment may be intensified, a charming 
bit of pathos may be highly colored, or any 
good expression of the emotions may 
overdrawn without offense. We know itis 
all tiction, and our sympathies are awakened 
to a better realization of important truths by 
such overstatement of facts.“ 

DANGEROUS NOVELS. 

e What is your opinion of Robert Els- 
mere 

„This work belongs to that special class of 
philosophic novels which includes amon 
many others John Ingie’ and John W 
Preacher.’ I cannot say much in favor 
this class of novels because the authors at- 
tempt to ride a questionable hobby on the 
pleasant waves of romance. The fiction is 
simply a vehicle for their creeds. ‘ Robert 
Elsmere gained much of its notoriety on ac- 
count of the prominence of its author and 
the fact that it was reviewed by Mr. Giad- 
stone.“ 

„Do you find anything to commend or con- 
demn in the dialect novels of today!“ 

»The scenes of this variety of fiction are 
laid in localities sparsely settled and com- 
paratively unknown. As a consequence the 
writer has an opportunity to charm his read- 
ers with beautiful descriptions of scenery 
and make him acquainted with some inter- 
esting characters, but asa rule the authors 
ofthis school drag in alot of ignorant peo- 
pie and ask youto converse with them by 
the hour. No educated man or woman can 
be more than amused in the atmosphere of 
ignorance, and a little of that sort of amuse- 
ment is ali they desire. The unlimited scope 
that the dialect authors give their ignorant 
characters is certainly not commendable.” 

„Has there been any marked change in 
the attitude of the church toward novel- 
reading during the last half century!“ 

CHURCHMEN READ NOVELS. 

% Tes, there has been a decided change. 
Forty or fifty years ago the ministry frowned 
at fiction, and some went so far as to con- 
dema novels of all kinas as positively injuri- 
ous. Buta more liberal view has prevailed, 
and today the church has little to about 
novels further than to recommend those 
which are conceived to be and to mildly 
object to those which tend to have a bad 
fect on the reader. For my part I read ne Fr 
ly all the current fiction, and when 1 fins 
something that I think well of I do not hesi- 
tate to commend it to others.“ 

‘BISHOP FALLOWS LIKES NOVELS. . 

When asked for his opinion of fiction, 
Bishop Failows said: 

“J am unhesitatingly in favor of the novel. 
I read almost all classes of novels, and I have 
attempted to measure the effect novel-read- 
ing has upon others. From my own ob- 
servation and that of others I am inclined to 
the belief that more good than harm results 
from fiction. Of course there is a great 
choice of books, and different classes require 
different kinds of fiction. So, too, with in- 
dividuals. What is good for one may not be 
of benefit to others. But there 1s 4 ite, list 
of works that are good for all to read. Take, 
for example, ‘Ben Hur,’ ‘The Prince of the 
House of Davia,’ ‘The Gambier,’ and other 
works of that class. They do absolutely no 
harm, and often a great deal of good. The 
novel is becoming more and more a vebicie 
for the conveyance of important truths, and 
these are got into people’s heads by this 
means who would never get the information 
any other way. Incidentally, the novelist 
can read his 8 a lesson in history. 
or science, or philosophy, without making 
himself tiresome. He does not go deeply into 
the subject, but he applies, deftiy, just 
enough knowledge to excite the reader’s in- 
terest without detracting from the story. 
With the appetite whetted for a cular 
kind of knowledge, the reader will seek to 
know more, and when he finds the means 
of getting more of the knowledge of which 
he — had a mere taste he will apply him- 
In so far as * * guna 
an appetite for knowledge it is hig 
mendable. There are, no doubt, a great 
many people who read only fiction, but it is 
a question if these people would read any- 
thing else if there were no fiction. From 
what they do read they get some knowledge, 
and uniess they confine their reading to 
vicious literature they can do the ves 
littie harm.“

COL. INGERSOLL ON LIQUOR LAWS. 

Col. Ingersoll is back from his vacation, 
and Tus Trisvuns prints in this issue another 
of a series of letters on current topics which 
he is furnishing a syndicate of newspapers. 
In dealing with the liquor problem Col. In- 
gersoll contends strongly that moral forces 
are the only effective enemies of intemper- 
ance, but he certainly goes too far when he 
contends that the law cannot hmit or re 
strain the use of intoxicating drink. Hie 
assertion that the price has little or nothing 
to do with the use of alcoholic liquors is op- 
posed to all reason and experience. It is 
universally true that cheapening the price of 
any article in general use quickens the de- 
mand and promotes consumption, while an 
advance in the price or deterioration in 
quality leads to just the opposite results, 
To the extent that tax laws can increase the 
cost of strong drink or reduce the number of 
dramshops and abridge the facilities for 
drinking they do undoubtedly reduce the 
consumption of liquor, especially among per- 
sons who have not yet formed a strong habit 
or longing thirst for liquor. 

Prior to the high Federal taxation of liquor 
in this country Whisky was cheap and drunk- 
enness and delirium tremens frightfully com- 
mon. Men ten years older than Col. Inger- 
soli know from personal observation the 
great change that has taken piace in this 
country in consequence of makmg whisky 
dear and causing the milder and cheaper 
malt beverages to be substituted for hard 
liquor.”” In 1860, before the internal reve- 
nue tax was levied, the consumption of dis- 
tilled liquor in this country reached 89,000,000 
gallons, or about three gallons for each in- 
habitant, or fiiteen galious per man, while in 
1886 it amounted to only 76,000,000 gallons, 
although the population had fully doubled, 
Per capita the consumption of whisky has 
been reduced trom three gallons to about 
one and a fourth—a reduction of more than 
60 per cent—in consequence of the Federal 
taxes which incréased the cost of whisky 
four or five fold. In the face of hard facts 
like these it is useless for Col. Ingersoll 
to contend that the price does not 
affect the consumption of ‘whisky. The 
demand even for ordinary necessa- 
mes is promoted by a reduction and 
restricted by an increase of price, and 


this principle, which applies even to the con- 


sumption of meat, bread, and milk, bears 
more strongly on vicious indulgences. When 
prices go up consumers restrict their use of 
the article and look for a cheaper substitute, 
and when they fail the demand 1s stimulated 
and promoted.

While Col. Ingersoll is clearly wrong in 
clinging to the discarded McKinley-Jnier- 
Ocean doctrine and denying that tax laws 
may restrain the consumption of liquor, he 
1s undoubtedly right in declaring that moral 
“Yorces must be reed upon as the most ef. 
ficient enemies of intemperance. The most 
tne law can do is to root the traffic out in lo- 
calities where a sufficient majority favors 
that course, and to impose high license 
taxes and restraints where prohibition has 
not the support of public sentiment. Even 
under “local option” prohibition cannot be 
enforced against confirmed drinkers, and the 
principal advantage in closing the dram- 
shops is to take temptation away from boys 
and young men not yet addicted to al- 
coholism. High taxes will increase 
the cost of whisky and, limit the 
temptations and opportunities for drinking, 
but after all temperance is best promoted by 
the moral or social sentiment of the com- 
munity. Drinking is discouraged just as it 
is made disgraceful and proved to be injurious 
to success in life and ruinous to domestic 
happiness and the good repute of the indi- 
Vidual. Why is it that American women 
Constitute the most temperate class known 
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bells can ring out for the complete triumph 
of temperance. i

PALMER GARBLES HISTORY. 
The uncoatroiiabie anger which ruled Gov. 


fire record and the publication of the rumor, 
which he has not yet contradicted, that he 
had bargained away one of the Railroad and 
Warehouse Commissionerships in return for 
a pledge of votes naturaily nettled nim. But 
he would have made a better impression on 
his hearers haa he kept his temper, re- 
strained from raving and cursing, and es- 
pecially have kept clear of making state 
ments which his own letters can be quoted to 
show were untrue. 

He fought over again his old State sover- 
eignty fight witn Grant. He recalled the 
memories of that controversy, wherein 
Palmer tried to prove that he was a biger 
man than old Grant in Illinois, and having 
failed in the uphill job went over to the pro 
siavery State rights Democracy. Said he 
during his angry tirade: “ The fact is, Gen. 
Sheridan sent troops to Chicago to act as po- 
lice.” In Palmer’s letter to the Secretary of 
War of Jan, 8. be says: I do not al- 
*‘ lege that Gen. Sheridan has used the troops 
„ordered to Chicago the 8lstday of October 
“ to act as police for any purpose deemed by 
„ me unlawful, nor did I express therein any 
“ apprehensions that he intended to do 80.“ 
What he then found fault with was, as ap- 
pears from this same letter, that Gen. 
Sheridan assumed to disregard all the offi- 
cers of the State of Illinois.“ There is the 
milk in the cocoanut; there is the grievance 
in a word. When President Washington 
went to Boston John Hancock, who 
was then Governor of Massachusetts, 
insisted that Washington should call on 
him first, as he (Hancock) outranked 
him in the State of which he was the Chief 
Magistrate. Palmer had and probably has 
the same run- mad State sovereignty notions, 
and he took it as an insult that Gen. Snheri- 
dan should assume to do anything without 
first asking his permission rather than his 
real superiors, the General of the Army, the 
Secretary of War, and the President. 
Palmer actually looxed on Sneridan as a 
subordinate of his, and said in one of his 
messages that he was the inferior “of the 
humblest officer created to execute the laws 
of the land.” 

Now, what had Sheridan done without con- 
sulting Palmer! He had received a letter 
written by the officers of the Relief and Aid 
Society, but signed also by some prominent 
citizens not members of it, asking that four 
companies of regulars be stationed at or near 
this city till it appeared there was no danger 
of attack by disorderly persons on the relief 
stores of the society. We believe that the 
„presence of a small military force will de- 
* ter evil-disposed persons and reassure the 
“pubhc mind.” There seems nothing dan- 
gerous to the liberties of the people of Ul- 
nois in that; nothing which justified Palmer 
in calling it “a grave and important sub- 
ject.” The special reason why the Relief 
Society made this request was that it was re- 
ceiving in its storehouses accumulations of 
relief goods, the gift not merely or mainly of 
the people of Lilinois, but of those of many 
other States and other countries. It rightly 
deemed, therefore, that there was nothing 
unbecoming or illegal in asking the Govern- 
ment for troops whose presence might inci- 
dentally deter the evil-disposed or the 
ignorant and misguided from plundering 
not State, but inter-State and international, 
supplies for the needy and distressed neople. 
The society did not ask for soldiers to be 
used for “‘police.”” It aid not want them sta- 
tioned to guard warehouses in the city. It 
simply wanted the moral influence of their 
proximity to the city. That the society got, 
and that only. Not all of those who were 
living here during the early winter of 1871-’72 
know of the throngs of unemployed persons 
who looked longingly at those supplies that 
were pouring in, and who even, though not 
burned out, said they were poor and had a 
righ. to some of them. The city police force 
was smail and ite hands were full. What 
speciais there were had their time fully oc- 
cupied. The State militia was then in its 
infancy. Palmer talks of using that force 
and also of using the 10,000 war veterans livy- 
ing here. Does the simpleton forget that 
half of them had lost their homes, that all 
they had possessed was in ashes, that others 
had lost tneir places, and that they were 
working tooth and nail to get suelter over 
their heads and blankets on their beds? 
Does the old crank think that tnese men, 
who were working sixteen hours out of the 
twenty-four, were available for watch and 
ward! He knows better except when lie has 
lost his temper, and then he becomes irre- 
sponsible. 

So the Relief and Aid Society, having 
asked for a hand ful of regulars for this rea- 
son, Sheridan said he thought he was satis- 
fied of the necessity of their presence here, 
and they came and encamped outside the 
city. They did no harm, but much good in 
restoring confidence in law and order. Not 
even Palmer is able to tell of any wrong they 
did. The laws of Illinois are in as good 
shape today as when they came. We are 
still freemen of Iliinois, and are not the 
“crouching slaves of Federal usurpation ” 
that Palmer thought we would be if such 
“outrages on our iiberties” went by un- 
noticed. The truth is that if Sheridan had 
asked Palmer if he couid have the regulars 
here the vain old man would have been 
mightily pleased, and would have given his 
i: stant consent. But when he found that he 
had been passed by; that he, the Governor 
of the “ sovereign ” State of Illinois, had not 
been consulted, but that the application had 
been made to President Grant, he feit that 
our liberties had been menaced, and he wrote 
to the President a letter of great solemnity 
notifying him that “the State of Illinois 
“cannot accept their aid [the soldiers’) with- 
“out a sacrifice of the confidence of its citi- 
“zens nor without giving countenance to a 
“dangerous example.“ Grant’s reply to the 
hypocritical, punctillous Governor in effect 
told him he was acting the fool. Later on 
Paimer took deep and deadly revenge by 
supporting Greeley for the Presidency and 
absconding from his party into the ranks of 
the Democracy. 

Now this 1s all there was of that “great 
outrage on our liberties”? which so lacerated 
Paimer’s State sovereignty feelings. He 
made a long-eared donkey of himself on that 
occasion, and instead of admitting it at Rock- 
ford, as he could weil afford to do, now that 
so Many years dave gone dy, he returns to 
his folly and makes false statements contra- 
dictory of what he himself had previously 
said and of the record to bolster up his weak 
and sickly case.

A HOT CATHOLIC CONTROVERSY. 

Catholic theologians do not as a rule get 
into public controversy with each other. 
The discipline and decorum which that 
church maintains, more by its tacit public 
opinion than by express ordinance, has operat- 
ed to restrain ite members, whether lay or 
ecciesiastic, from affording wiat would be 
esteemed disedification to its own communi- 
cants or a tempting spectacle of acrimonious 
discussion to td unbelievers. When, how- 
ever, the orthodox doctors do engage in 
polemics they are reasonably sure to be 
entertaining by the vigor, the frankness, 
and the picturesqueness which they mfuse 
into a combat. 

For some weeks a controversy of great 
heat has been waged between two well- 
known Catholic clergymen on a subject that 
ought not, in the minds of most Protestants, 
give so much concern to any but Protestants 
namely: whether Protestants can be saved 
from eternal perdition, including, of course, 
the orthodox torments of the traditional 
Hell. Father Müller, a member of the Re- 
demptorist order, has been maintaining that 
“Outside the church “that is, the Catiiolic 
Chuich—“ there is positively no salvation ; 
ergo, ali Protestants, quite as hopelessly as all 
heathen, past, present, and future, must be ir- 
retrievably damned. Father Walter Elliott, 
a member of the Paulist order, editor of tne 
Catholic World, and well known in this city, 
has taken up axkindly cudgel for the odn- 
demned, and has maintained with power and 
learning that where unbelief in the doctrines 
of the Catholic Church exists innocentiy or 
sincerely in the mind of the person so situ- 
ated the grace of God will save him. 

It would require too much space to present 
im detail the arguments adduced by the dis- 
putants. Itis indeed for the ordinary Ameri- 
can, not versed in theology of any school, 
more interesting to know what influence the 
faith they profess has had on the manners of 
these two teachers of religion toward each 
other and toward their feliow-men in the 
church and out of it. Religious controversy 
in earlier ages was generally a prolonged 
degradation of words into vehicles of per- 
sonal abuse. The contestants not uncom- 
monly forgot the proposition they set out to 
analyze and interpret, and devoted their 
time to belaboring each other Uke pugilists 
defiant of the ruies of the ring. In pleasant 
contrast to the disputes which Milton and 
Salmasius waged is the urbane and mild de- 
meanor of Cardinal Manning toward Inger- 
soll, and the response which Dr. Field made 
to his Protestant brethren recently who up- 
braided him with being too civil to Cardinal 
Gibbons. 

Father Müller has no patience with polite 
polemists. He will not only damn eternally the 
poor Protestants who had the luck to be born 
80 and are never troubled with doubts about 
the truth of their belief, but he will not per- 
mit any man to be even courteous in suppos- 
ing that the mercy of God is equal to the 
emergency His providence thus per- 
mitted to occur. Father Elliott is robust 
and Candid in asking Father Müller why 
he suppressed, mutilated, doctored, and other- 
wise maltreated sundry of the authorities he 
professed to cite; and requests an expiana- 
tion of several remarkable plagiarisms of 
which Father Maller is found guilty. Father 
Miller will not give a direct answer to any 
of these queries. His familiarity with theo- 
logics has not taught him that courtesy is 
quite as cheap as virulence, and that a doctor 
of religion ought to be a practitioner of 
politeness. Me says ia reply to Father E. 


liott: We have not answered his accusation

may have been 1s unknown. The dominie | 
nimself was a gallant soldier in the Union 


army. After the war ended he studied law, 
and abandoned a profitable career at the bar 
for the humbier and less independent one of 
the church. He is a man of attainments, 
eloquence, and charity, and will do more 
for religion by the last than all 
Father Miiler’s wrath will be able to undo.

THE LOOAL POSTAL SERVICE 

Notwithstanding the assurances given by 
the Postmaster General that he should con- 
tinue his personal attention to Chicago until 
citizens were perfectiy satisfied with the 
service under his direction it still takes 3 
letter as long to cross the Chicago River as 
to go from Chicago to any point within 300 
miles. The fact that the drop letter pays as 
much postage as ihe letter that crosses the 
continent has not inspired the dull- 
ness of the local officials to speed 
the drop letter on its short and easy 
course. An eiaborate stupidity is exercised 
in getting a two-cent postage stamp from 
Lincoln Park to Union Purk, for instance. It 
is Arst taken up in the North Division, car- 
ried to the station on North Clark street, 
handled there, and put into a bag for the 
main office. There it undergoes more hand- 
ling, and after the sun has set it is sent over 
to a station on the West Side, taking twenty- 
four hours to reach its destination. This sys- 
tematic delay of local mail matter reduces 
the value of the service to a minimum. 

It has been resolved, it is said, to use the 
street-cars as mail-carriers. This will be an 
éxcélient idea, since it will give the National 
Government a right to insist that the cars 
shall be run, precisely as it insisted that the 
locomotives on steam railway lines should 
haul out the mail cars regularly, no matter 
what interference strikes might effect in 
freight traffic. The Government would 
necessarily include in its contract with 
street railway lines a clause of similar im- 
port and equally binding. Under a)drop let 
ter street-car carrying system the postal 
service might be greatly improved, pro 
vided the cars were run rigorously on 
schedule time. The proposed arrangement 
would have the additional advantage of in- 
suring passengers delivery in the centre of 
the city in the morning and at their homes 
in the evenmg. Under this system drop 
letters might be able to cross the river the 
same day that they are dropped. The street- 
car postal service, especially for local car 
riage, is to be commended. But even if it 
be adopted what good reason is there for 
sending from Lincola Park to the Central 
Post-Office a bag of drop letters for the vi- 
cinity of Union Park, instead of making up 
the package at the North Side Station and 
dispatching it directly by wagon to the sta- 
tion nearest its destination? In its present 
slow and stupid detail the local postal serv- 
ioe is an annoyance to more people than it 
accommodates. 


A LONG FELT WANT SUPPLIED. 

A great preacher has said that there is at 
least one moment in every man’s life when 
he has wished to be an orator. Many an 
orator admits that the greatest difficulty he 
encountered in the progress of his art was 
created by those sometimes superfluous ap- 
pendages of the human frame, the arms and 
legs. The troubie with Demosthenes was 
his tongue. The gossips of Greece have not 
been minute or consistent in their desorip- 
tion of the peculiar nature of his embarrase- 
ment. Some say his lips were wo thick; 
others that his palate was too long; others 
that his vocal cords became at times Stif- 
fened by the raw breezes of the sea. 
Pericles, who escaped the troubles of De- 
mosthenes, found his arms in his way, until 
on one great occasion he seized a scroll and 
waved it over the headsof his audience so 
magnificently that the gesture won his case 
and taught bim thereafter not to bother 
about his arms. Patrick Henry repeated this 
trick when the Baptist ministers were on 
trial in Virginia tor disturbing the peace. 
“You cannot meet one of them on the road,” 
declared the King’s attorney, “but that 
he will ram the Gospel down your 
throat!’ Patrick entered the court-room 
in the nick of time. He waved the 
indictment over his head frantically 
and asked the court to pronounce sénteuce 
on these men whose offense was the Gospel 
of the Lord.“ The ministers were discharged 
(but it is not recorded whether their arrears 
of wages in tobacco Were paid up), and from 
that time Patrick Henry knew what to do 
with his arms. On a great occasion in the 
House of Commons, when the venerable and 
decrepit Pitt hobbled in on a crutch, he, too, 
veteran as he was at oratory, became em- 
barrassed by his arms. He boldly seized his 
crutch and used it to illustrate the metaphor 
he had just employed. 

Grattan was bothered by his legs as well as 
by his arms. He used to get rid of the latter by 
describing great circles in the air with them 
like curving fails, thus keeping obnoxious 
persons at a safe aistance while his periods 
proceeded; and when this proved ineffectual 
he relieved himself of the incumbrance of 
his legs by leaping forward suddenly and 
throwing the right out to its full length in 
one airection, recovering, and then throwing 
the left outin the opposite direction. Thus 
he not only had the floor in the parliamentary 
sense, but he had it all, or enough of it. 

Realizing the great difficulty legs are to or- 
ators and the fact that what to do with the 
legs has deterred many a bud from blowing 
on the platform, some able and experienced 
orators—in Washington, of course—have 
founded a journal for the express purpose of 
teaching oratory, by the legs, as it, were. 
They lay down some simple and practical 
rules. Never stand with the feet parallel. 
Never stand with the toes pointing straight 
ahead. Never let the toes point in toward 
the central line. The central lne is an im- 
aginary line running from between the feet 
straight ahead. Never stand with the heels 
on the same lateral line. A lateral line is an 
imaginary line running right and left under 
the feet. The feet should open at an 
angle of sixty degrees, or about a 
third less than a square. The feet 
should not form as much as a right angle or 
square 
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Should any orator, in the paroxvem of his 
remarks on tariff, be guilty of throwing the 
weight of his body on both feet at once the 
Obairman should go quickly to the chalk-line 
and tip him over, being careful to do it so 


dexterously as not to tip him clean over.’ 


Should the orator, carried away by furor 
brevis over the fisheries or the canst de- 
fenses or the surplus, be guilty of the axful 


crime of separating the toes of his right root 


more than thirty degrees from the toes of the 
left foot, the leader of the band might with 
his baton suddenly and deftiy push the 
offending toes buck into place, There has 
been a noticeable dearth of campaign oratory 
as compared with former campaigns.’ A 
good fortnight remains for platforms and 
stumps. 

The new science forgets to mention that 
the greatest orator the United States has yet 
produced, Wendell Phillips, never aid any- 


thing with his hands or feet, and Ingersoll, 


one of the greatest, makes but slight use of 
them.

CALUMET VILLAGES LOOKING uP. 

reople 3 the villages of Calumet 
Township are rougbly aroused over the 
matter of water and sewerage. The Village 
of Washington Heights has taken the lead, 
and it is expected that the otner villages will 
not lag behind. This suburban district is 
now provided with excellent transit facilities 
by the Rock Island and Grand Trunk Raii- 
roads, and expects still more conveniences 
when the Pan-Hand le shall have constructed 
its proposed short line into the city. To put 
these villages among the most attractive sub- 
urbs of Chicago there remains for solution 
only this probiem of water supply and sew- 
erage, and it is nota difficult one. The Cal- 
umet Water Supply Company has been or- 
ganized, with a capital stock of $100,000, and 
has obtained a contract with the Town of 
Hyde Park in which the latter agrees to fur- 
nish ail the water the company may 
need for twenty-five years. The com- 
pany has entered into a contract 
with the Village of Washington Heights 
to supply water to its inhabitants for the 
same period. To fulfill its contract the com- 
pany must lay four miles f mains, and near 
the corner of Tracy and Ashland avenues 
will erect pumping works with force suffi- 
cient to carry water into the second story of 
any building in the village. The village puis 
in hydrants and lateral pipes, and agrees to 
pay the company at the rate of $30 per 

„000,000 gallons of water consumec, when 
the amount exveeds 60.000, 000. If the con- 
sumption fall under this figure the rate shall 
be u little higher, being based on the cost of 
the company’s investment. The village, for 
exampie, binds itself to pay $3,500 a year for 
any amount iess than 10,000,000 vailons. The 
company. pays Hyde Park $45 per 1,000,000 
gallons. 

A movement is now on foot to secure for all 
the villages of Calumet the sume advantages 
which Washington Heights is to enjoy. Ine 
citizens of Roseland, Fernwood, Morgan 
Park, and Blue Island perceive that ine 
improvement will increase both their comfort 
and the speculative value of their homes and 
real estate. It is proposed, therefore, to ask 
the Town Board next spring to lay a sewer 
on Halsted street from the north end of the 
town south five miles to the Calumet River. 
Such a sewer would cost considerable money, 
but it would drain a large part of Calurhet 
Township, and property-ho believe it 
Would more than pay for itseif in the increase 
of values. At the same time it is probable 
that there will be some concert.of action for 

purpose of giving the villages a cheap 

and satisfactory water system. If these pro- 

posed improvements are carried out the 

owners ot property in Calumet Township can 

justly expect that a boom will visit m.
